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South Side Blaze 
Damages Home 

Fire Attacks Residence on 
Merion Avenue 

The home of Mr. Horace I. McCon- 
nell, at 320 Merion avenue, was badly 
damaged by fire Thursday afternoon. 

At 12.45 a workman on an excava- 
tion job next door rushed to the door 
and told Mrs. McConnell that the house 
was on fire. She phoned the Narberth 
Fre Company at once. Ninety seconds 
after the siren started the engines were 
on the way; and in another 90 seconds 
had reached the scene of the blaze. 

Flames were already shooting from 
the roof at the rear of the house, and 
the third story was ablaze. After 
turning in the alarm, Mrs. McConnell 
stayed in the house, removing valuables 
from the ' threatened building, assisted 
by neighbors. 

The Lower Merion Police Department 
notified the Bala-Cynwyd and Ardmore 
Companies, and soon the three depart- 
ments were attacking the blaze. Despite 
the headway of the flames, the prompt 
arrival of the local company prevented 
a more serious spread and the fire was 
kept in one part of the house. 

It is believed that sparks from a steam 
shovel working a few feet from the house 
lodged on the shingle roof early in the 
morning. Apparently the flames had 
crept unseen along the roof and the 
ceiling of the third story, suddenly break- 
ing forth in smoke and flame at noon. 
Damage amounting to several thousand 
dollars was done to the home and the 
furniture. The entire third floor and the 
rear of the second floor were gutted, 
and water did considerable damage to 
other parts of the house and to the 
furniture which had not been removed. 
A phone call was immediately made to 
Mr. McConnell's office in the city. It 
was found that he was out on a business 
trip and calls were quickly made to 
several towns. He was located at Bridge- 
port, near Norristown, and drove to' his 
home at once, arriving before the blaze 
had been extinguished. 

The blaze spread to a small part of the 
roof of the home of Mr. William H. 
Creamer, Jr., who lives in the other half 
of the double house. Mr. Creamer also 
suffered some damage from water. 

The use of considerable water was 
made necessary by the fact that the blaze 
had spread to the partitions of the rooms, 
and had to be drowned out by the heavy 
streams from the big pumping engine. 
As soon as the lire was under control, the 
firemen began a general clean-up, re- 
moved a large part of the excess water 
and cleaned up much of tile debris to 
minimize the damage. 



Council Meeting Marked by 
Livel y Debate 

Shingle Roofs and Paving Program Keep 
Narberth So/ons on Job Till Late Hour 



BOY SCOUTS

Narberth Boy Scouts will not offi- 
cially participate in the Scout parade 
on Boys' Day, Saturday, April 25, as 
that event will be limited to Philadel- 
phia Scouts. They will, however, be 
expected to appear on the streets, in 
full uniform, as on that afternoon they 
will visit the United States Marine 
Equipment Depot as the guests of 
Captain W. .1. Crosson, a well-known 
Narberthite. 

On account of the big program 
Captain Crosson wants the troop to 
be at the depot early in the morning. 
All boys must assemble in full uniform 
at Scout headquarters. At 9.30 A. M. 
they will leave Narberth in a marine 
truck. 

This truck will accomodate the 
whole troop, so it is hoped that our 
full 75 will attend. 

General Ranford will address the 
boys. Come on, everybody. It looks 
like a big day. 

On Saturday, April 18, the troop 
will compete in the counties athletic 
meet held at the soccer field of Hav- 
erford College on the Lancaster pike. 

For the first time in a number of 
years there will be a court of honor 
meeting in Narberth. This is sched- 
uled for April 24 and so far 25 appli- 
cations for merit badges have been filed 
by the local troop. This is another 
indication that the Narberth troop is 
coming along fast. Carl Metzger, 
Burgess, as is well known, is the Nar- 
berth troop representative on the 
court, all the members of which are 
influential residents of the Main Line. 

One hundred and sixty-five residents 
have subscribed to the Scout fund. 
This week's contributors are: Fred

While all subscriptions to date have 
already been acknowledged in the col- 
umns of Our Town, at the close of the 
campaign the names of all subscribers 
will be listed on the bulletin boards 
located at the office of Robert J. Nash 
and in the post office. 



"Resolved: that wooden shingles 
shall be banished from the roofs of the 
Borough." 

Such was the subject of an informal 
debate which served to make the Mon- 
day meeting of Council an interesting 
one. Rather, we should say, the Mon- 
day-Tuesday meeting, for midnight 
had passed before the wearied coun- 
cilmen and spectators returned to their 
Lares and Penates. 

The affirmative side of the debate in 
question was ably handled by Burgess 
Metzger, Fire Chief Noel and Joseph 
F. Dwyer, Engineer of the Philadel- 
phia Suburban Underwriters. 

The cause of the wooden shingle— 
for many years applied to roofs and 
small boys — was vigorously defended 
by T. Noel Butler, who brought as his 
speaker of the evening Charles E. 
Marsh, of the Red Cedar Shingle 
Bureau. 

From Mr. Marsh's talk it was gath- 
ered that his business in life is travel- 
ing over all the country in an attempt 
to block the passage of anti-shingle 
ordinances. 

Building Amendment Proposed. 

The debate arose as the result of a 
proposed amendment to Narberth's re- 
cently strengthened building code. 
The provisions of the new bill would 
banish wood shingles from all new 
homes henceforth constructed in the 
borough. No effort is being made to 
prevent the repair or replacement of 
present roofs with wood, save in the 
fire zone. The present ordinance pro- 
vides that repairs involving more than 
25 per cent, of the area in the fire zone 
must be made with lire-resisting mate- 
rial. 

Mr. Marsh came armed with books 
and statistics. His speech, which was 
received with much interest, attempted 
to prove that the present tendency in 
city governments was to remove anti- 
shingle ordinances. Some of the points 
lie brought out were: 

That shingle manufacturers are 
being picked on. 

That most of the shingles being used 
in recent years are quarter-sawed, 
edge-grain, fire-resistive types. 

That the number of anti-shingle bills 
is growing less each year. 

That red cedar quarter-sawed, edge- 
grain shingles were more fire-resistive 
than Class C composition roofings. He 
quoted recent tests in various parts of 
the country to back up that assertion. 
Chief Noel's Experience. 

Mr. Noel, in his speech for the af- 
firmative, spoke of his experience with 
wooden shingles in fire-fighting. They 
were, he declared, one of the principal 
causes of conflagrations. He named a 
number of recent local fires traceable 
to shingles. 

Mr. Metzger explained that the ordi- 
nance was not designed to affect pres- 
ent structures. He declared that the 
type of homes now being constructed 
can well afford high-grade fire-resistive 
roof coverings. 

Mr. Marsh countered by referring to

tests now being made by the U. S. 
Bureau of Standards. These, he 
averred, would show that the campaign 
against wooden shingles is not based 
on real facts. He asked the borough 
fathers to wait until the end of the 
year, when the reports would be pub- 
lished, before passing the amendment. 

Mr. Metzger then declared that the 
intention of Council was not to sub- 
stitute Class C roofing for wood, but 
to compel the use of A or B materials. 
These classes include slate, tile and 
other fire-proof materials; not the 
cheaper compositions furnished in 
rolls or strips. 

Mr. Dwyer asked how old the 
shingles were that were used in the 
tests Mr. Marsh mentioned. "Some 
were new"- was the reply, "but one 
sample was a roof made up of 37-year- 
old, weathered, curled shingles, which 
resisted the fire-brand better than com- 
position roofing." 

"I'd like to see the pictures of that 
test," replied Mr. Dwyer with a sig- 
nificant shrug of his shoulders. 

A vote on the bill, which is on sec- 
ond reading, was held over until the 
May meeting. 

Street Paving. 

In the absence of President Hall, 
Councilman William H. Henderson 
acted as President pro tern. Mr. Wal- 
ton M. Wentz was absent for the early 
part of the meeting, but arrived at 9 
in time to take part in the discussion 
of the street paving program. 

Good progress was made at the 
meeting in connection with the neces- 
sary preliminaries for the program of 
street improvement under the $75,000 
bond issue. All necessary ordinances 
pertaining to that matter were intro- 
duced and given first reading. 

Councilman Redifer, as chairman of 
the Finance Committee, introduced the 
ordinance by which the borough au- 
thorities can issue the $75,000 bond. 
This ordinance as now drawn indicates 
that four per cent, interest will be paid 
which is a favorable rate. 

Sewers to Be Laid. 

Councilman Wentz, chairman of the 
Committee on Highways and Sewers, 
introduced ordinances providing for 
the laying of sewers on those streets 
in the northeastern section of the bor- 
ough which are now without sewers!' 
This work must be done before per- 
manent pavements can be laid. Mr. 
Wentz also introduced an ordinance 
instructing property owners to pro- 
vide standard curbs, sidewalks and gut- 
ters, and also another ordinance which 
will authorize the borough authorities 
to solicit bids from contractors and 
proceed with the actual work of pav- 
ing. 

All of these ordinances must lay 
over until the next meeting on May 11 
for final enactment and none of them 
can become literally effective until 30 
days after that date. However, this 
delay will not interfere with progress 
on many essential details.

It is hoped that the Y. M. C. A. Hall 
will be crowded to capacity and that the 
people of Narberth will bring with them 
an enthusiasm equal to that which has 
inspired the officers and directors toward 
the making of a bigger, better and more 
beautiful town. 



NEW RATES 

Narberth residents are reminded 
by Postmaster Fred C. Patten of 
the new postal rates which went 
into effect last Wednesday, April 
15. Postage for letters and other 
first-class mail remains the same, 
but there are changes in second, 
third and fourth-class mailing 
which affect the average person. 

Plain Government postcards re- 
main at one cent, but picture post- 
cards will need a two-cent stamp. 
Newspapers and magazines mailed 
by other than the publisher will 
cost two cents for two ounces, in- 
stead of one for four, as in the 
past. Other third-class matter 
will cost 1^2 cents for each two 
ounces. There will also be a two- 
cent tax on all parcels regardless 
of weight or destination. 

Further and more detailed ex- 
planation may be had by applica- 
tion at the post office. 



Narberth's Daylight Saving. 

At the April meeting of Borough 
Council last Monday night, a resolution 
was passed which seems to assure day- 
light saving in Narberth this year. 

This is inferred from the decision of 
council to change the date of their 
meeting to 7.30, eastern standard time. 
This is in effect for five months; May, 
June, July, August and September. 

The same plan was followed last year. 
• No change in the clocks was authorized, 
but actual daylight saving was followed 
by convening at an earlier hour. Thus 
the anti-daylight saving law is not -vi- 
olated. 

Undoubtedly, despite the Sate law 
against the display' of an un-standard 
clock, the watches of the citizens will 
,'show Atlantic Maritime Time within the 
recesses of vest pockets.

We are glad to give our time and 
efforts to such a worthy cause, and 
have given as much financial assistance 
as possible. 

We feel we are entitled to the whole- 
hearted support of the people in Nar- 
berth. There is no cause more deserv- 
ing, for if we will think back to those 
nerve-racking days of 1917 and 1918, 
we will realize that the men who now 
need your help were "heroes" then.

PROTESTS BULB BAN 

To the Editor of Our Town: 

At this season everyone who lives 
within sight of a tree or bush wakes 
in the morning to a freshened sense of 
life and beauty, in the gradual unfold- 
ing of leaf and flower. Those who 
lead their lives in such cement-bound 
streets that nothing can grow, at least 
are gladdened by the small flower- 
vendors' stands and baskets which 
make familiar corners sunny with daf- 
fodils. 

How many realize that the Federal 
Horticultural Board is threatening to 
prohibit the importation of all varie- 
ties of narcissus bulbs after this year? 

Practically all the bulbs from which 
these flowers are grown come from 
Holland, where soil and climate con- 
ditions arc ideal for producing them in 
quantity. The reason given for their 
exclusion is that insect pests may be 
introduced with these bulbs. 

Last summer 1 made a trip to Hol- 
land for the especial purpose of visit- 
ing gardens and nurseries. 1 went to 
a great many places, and there were no 
pests. If there had been I would have 
seen them, for you cannot teach an 
insect to hide itself. The stock was 
clean and kept in perfect order, and 
there were no rubbish piles. The bulb 
fields are carefully patrolled and if one 
diseased plant shows its head it is 
dealt with by fire, and the soil around 
it is disinfected. 

There is no danger in the importa- 
tion of clean bulbs. The danger lies 
here. Sixty million narcissus bulbs are 
forced in this country yearly. When 
they are through blooming most of the 
plants are thrown on rubbish piles, for 
as a nation we are not good at clearing 
up after ourselves. There the plants 
rot, and insect pests develop freely. If 
the Federal Horticultural Board would 
point out the importance of destroying 
all spent bulbs, the danger of insect 
pests would be practically eliminated. 
We could thus enjoy the pleasure 
which every springtime brings, and our 
friends in Holland would greatly ap- 
preciate our helping them to continue 
their chosen work which has decorated 
so much of the world for many years.

Mr. Wcntz reported that Borough 
Solicitor Stites had ruled that it will 
be necessary to verify the signatures 
on all of the street paving petitions.

This arrangement was informally ap- 
proved by Council and Mr. Stites and 
the Narberth Street Improvement As- 
sociation will work out a plan whereby 
all the petitioners will be notified and 
requested to have their deeds avail- 
able for examination by a representa- 
tive of Mr. Stites at specified times. It 
is very much to the interest of the peo- 
ple who desire pavements to co-oper- 
ate promptly and carefully with the 
matter, for otherwise the paving work 
might be delayed. All signers of peti- 
tions will receive detailed instructions 
by mail frdm the Narberth Street Im- 
provement Association.

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BULBS 

Give fools their gold and knaves their 
power, , 

Let Fortune's bubble rise or fall; 
Who sows a field, or plants a flower, 
Or trains a tree, is more than all. 
— Whittier. 

We have watched the fading of the 
Snowdrops (Galanthus nivalis) and 
the Winter Aconite (Eranthis hyema- 
lis) but we still have with us the blue 
of Scilla Siberica, Chionodoxa Lucil- 
iae and the blue of the Grape Hya- 
cinth (Muscari botryoides), at least 
we have them with us for this year 
and possibly next, but— unless we buy 
them this fall we will not have them 
again. 

Our Federal Horticultural Board has 
decreed, for reasons unexplainable, that 
none of the early spring bulbs, except 
Crocuses, can be imported after Jan- 
uary 1, 1926. 

But this is not the worst of the news, 
for the same Federal quarantine pro- 
hibits the importation of the entire 
Narcissus family, including the Daffo- 
dil, all the large Trumpet Narcissi the 
Jonquils, the Poet Narcissus, the Barn 
and Lecdsi Medium Trumpet Narcissi 
and the forcing types such as Paper 
Whites. 

This means that of all the early and 
late flowering spring bulbs we can 
have only the Crocus, Hyacinth and 
Tulip. We are supposed to grow the 
others commercially in this country, 
but it is doubtful if this is practicable. 

So, garden neighbors, note carefully 
the early bulbs that you must admire 
and order them in June for fall plant- 
ing. This year will be your last 
chance and they are all perfectly hardy 
and multiply rapidly if the foliage is 
allowed to die down and ripen the 
bulbs for the next year. 

Many gardeners overlook the possi- 
bilities of a spring garden in a location 
that is heavily shaded by trees after 
April. This is just the place where the 
early bulbs can be grown as well as our 
own native spring flowers such as 
Bloodroots, Hepaticas, Grape Hya- 
cinths and other woods flowers. Make 
sure, however, that the soil is not heavy 
clay, as we need a light soil, mostly 
leaf mold, to keep these plants living 
and happy. 

For the early spring garden the 
Dicentras make fine cover plants be- 
tween the bulbs, as they bloom for a 
long time in the shade and their foliage 
just sort of looks as though it be- 
longed there, use Dicentra (Dielytra) 
formosa, Dicentra Canadensis (Squir- 
rel Corn) or Dicentra cucullaria 
tDutchman's Breeches) and put the 
Bleeding Heart (Dicentra Spectabilis) 
over with the Columbines in the half- 
shady place. It is a bit too large for 
the corners where the early bulbs tell 
u.s that spring is here. 

It is perhaps not too late to put a 
ring of course, sharp ashes around the 
Pyrethrums, Campanulas and Delphin- 
iums to keep the cussed slugs away.
